Tug’s Feat in Raging 
Seas. 


Our Own CornesPonnent. 
QUEENSTOWN, Friday. 
HORTLY beiore four o'clock this -after- 
noou the Dutch tug Zwartegee, one of the 
two vessels kick yesterday morning 

raced out of Cork Harbour in response to a 
witeless appeal for assistance from the Cardiff 
steamer Swiftway; returned to port, but pro- 
ceeded to sea again one hour later, ‘presum- 
ably to stand by the salvage tug Seefalke, 
which now has the Swiftway in tow. 

It was learned that at four o'clock vester- 
day afternoon the Seefalke sighted the Swift- 
way in the vicinity of the Skelligs rocks, off 
the County Kerry coast; drifting helplessly, 
with her steering carried away. By skilful 
maneuvring on the part of the Seefalke’s 
commander a hawseh was eventually got 
aboard the damaged vessel, and towage was 
commenced to Limerick, to which port the 
Swiftway was bound with a cargo of maize 
from Las Palmas, Canary Islands. 

Heavy weather was encountered off the 
Kerry coast, and, in view of the difliculty 
presented in getting the helpless steamer 
safely into the River Shannon, it was finally 
decided to bring the vessel on to Queens- 
town. A violent north-westerly gale was en- 
countered, and, thrashed and battered by the 
huge waves, the tow rope connecting the tug 
and the steamer parted when in the vicinity 
vf the Fastnet, about eighty miles west of 
this port. Captain Claus Fick, commander of 
the Seefalke, by skilful seamafship, again 
enabled his crew to get another hawser aboard 
the Swiftway, and the. Seefalke, with the 
crippled steamer in tow, is now on her way 
to Cork Harbour, at which port they are ex- 
pected to arrive to-morrow morning. The 
weather shows little signs of abating.

HE circumstances of the death of 
T Thomas MeClenaghan (74), a _pediar, 
oí no fixed address, whose mangled 
body was found on the Great Northern, Rail- 
way line: near Stewartstown Yesterday morn- 
ing, were investigated by Dr. A. M. Elliot; 
(Coroner) and a jury at Cookstown» railway 
station. to-day. Aen ane 
Thomas Hegan, a platelayer, gave evidence 
of finding the body on the line near Unitk’s 
level crossing, Stewartstown, on Thursday 
morning, 

Sergeant Crowley said that the body was 
lying between the metals about 57 yards 
from the. crossing. It was faced downwards. 
There was a large dent on the top of the 
head.. Most of the clothing had been dragged 
off, and was lying about tné line. The man's 
hat and ‘stick were found at the level cross- 
ing. The right boot was found 600 yards 
from the body, which was terribly mutilated, 
the legs being almost severed. Witness 
thought that the man had been killed by a 
passing train. 

James McDonald, driver of a lorry, 
said that he saw the man about 5.55 p.m. on 
Wednesday on the road about half a mile 
from the crossing, and ‘proceeding from 
Stewartstown in the direction of Coalisland. 

Dr. R. J. Spence said that death was due 
to laceration of the brain. 

James Gallagher, Cookstown, said that he 
was in charge of the passenger train from 
Portadown to Cookstown on Wednesday even 
ing, arriving at Cookstown at 7.25. Witness 
then made the usual examination of his 
engine, and found marks. He did not feel 
any bump or joit to indicate that the engine 
had struck any object. |

Professor tileadowe showed lantern slides 
of works which he regarded as ieces 
of the Italian Renaissance, starting with a 
carving by Andrea Pisano, who, in his 
estimation, did more than any other 
man to recover ‘the classical form in 
sculpture. Some beautiful examples followed 
of the work ‘of Nicovio Pisano, in 
which, though there was a recovery of 
the old Roman style, there was still pre- 
served much of the Gothic style of the Middle 
Ages. Giotto, whom most people thought of 
as a painter, was also a great architect and 
engineer and a fine sculptor, and the same 
applied to Orcagna, who, although a great 
painter, was one of the greatest stone carvers 
the world had ever known. —

An Island of Folklore. 


The. great interest which has been 
recently revived in Irish folk-lore through 
the work of the Folk-lo.. Society is 
largely due to the fear that much valuable 
material possessed by the old people will

h , as happened. wi rish . music 
sien tile old chemi and fiddlers died, The 
Irish airs which had been preserved 
entirely by them, and never had been 
recorded, died with them; and, were it 
not for private collectors and the “work 
accomplished by the Feis Ceoil and the 
Feisanna throuch the country, a great 
deal of the folk sones would have been 
lost to the musicians of the future. 

Even now there is as mnch folk-lore to 
be collected in the United States as in 
Ireland. The mreat stream of emigration 
from the Gaelic-speakinge districts to 
different parts of the United States would 
almost necessitate a movement of the same 
kind. or some society to recofl the old 
lecends which a former veneration brought 
to the home of their adontion.

Cavalry is gradually being superseded 4s 
a military arm, and with its passing there 
wil) pass also much of the “ pride, pomp an‘ 
circumstance of glorious war.” I was moved 
to this. reflection on discovering that the 
present year marks the centenary of the. 
birth of one of the world’s greatest cavalry 
leaders, Philip Henry Sheridan. Sheridan’s 
parents emicrated from Ireland in the year, 
1831, and the future general was born & 
few weeks after their arrival in New York 
From a public school in Ohio Sheridan went 
to West, Point, where he graduated. At the 
outbreak’ of the: American. Civil War he 
‘became a captain in the “Northern Army 
but was soon givén a regiment of cavalry 
After many brilliant exploits he was raised 
te» the rank of maior-general at the battle >! 
Stone River in 1863. The first to reach “old 
Harbor, Sheridan was given the task 'f 
nushing the Confederate Army out of “he 
Shenandoah- Valley. In September, 1864, 
he drove General Early’s army out of the 
Bhenandoah, and far beyond Winchester 
but afterwards, while Sheridan was at Wash 
ineton, Earlv got reinforcements from Lee 
and drove the Northerners back in con- 
fusion. By this time Sheridan had arrive? 
at Winchester, where he heard the sound 3f 
the guns. Immediately he put his horse to its 
ntrrost speed. galloped the twenty miles i 
the scene of action, waved his hat an? 
shouted to the retreating troops: ‘‘ Face th» 
other way, boys: we are going back.” Hi’; 
unexpected appearance restored confidence 
ihe line was re-formed, and the Con. 
federates were driven finally from the 
Shenandoah... General Sheridan died in 
1888, having been General-in-Chief of the 
United States Army. He never lost a battle, 


and was ed by his.troops with the 
atmost confidence and affection, 
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downveand-outs,

It consisted of 
a bucket of hot water, with three and a 
half pints of whicey and seven ounces of 
quinine. Tis formidable, but not dis- 
pleasing dose was given at regular inter- 
vals until the anima] became accustomed 
to sea travel. The keeper informed ny 
friend that the elephant is comparatively 
easy to soothe, while the tiger is a more 
dificult patient. The best sea voyager 
is the Polar bear, te whom the wildest 
weather brings no discomfort—probably 
on account of his experiences in the 
frigid zone. ' 


The Cid Stamp Office. 


I have often observed that there is no 
vantage point from which the frorit of the 
old Stamp Office in William street 
Dublin, can be viewed in pleasing per- 
spective. When the marfsion was de- 
eigned by the architect, Robert Mack, as 
the town residence of Richard, Third Earl 
of Powerscourt—in which he died a few 
years after its completion—there was an 
extensive lawn in front, but this was em- 
bodied afterwards in the old South City 
Market, and subsequently formed the 
narrowest part of the street. 


All the granite used in the building was 
carted from the Pembroke Estate in 
County Wicklow, and nothing was spared 
to make one of the most beautiful 
residences in Dublin. The garden in the 
rear was over-built when the Com- 
missioners of Stamp Duties purchased the 
property, which afterwards passed into the 
possession of a commercial hous.

Palestine. 


The statement which Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald has addressed to Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, leader of the Zionist move- 
ment, is the third document in the 
case of Palestine. That case was opened 
in 1917, when Mr. Balfour promised that 
the British Government would dedicate 
Palestine ae a national home for the Jewish 
people. Here ,was a crowning of history 
which not onl¥ delighted Zion, but stirred 


la sympathetic response throughout the 


Christiar. world. The promise, however, 
was more easily made than fulfilled. After 
the treaty settlements in Europe, Britain 
became the Mandatory Power for Pales- 
tine, and in i922 a White Paper 
announced, in some detail, plans for the 
Jewish Icme. The tronble began with the 
first waves of Jewish immigration. As the 
Jews of old had no dealings with the 
Samaritans, the Arabs of Palestine have 
small liking for the Jews, and, moreover, 
regard themselves as the prior inhabitants. 
The Jewish colonies grew and prospered, 
often at the expense of the older, but 
cruder, cultivators. Political animosity 
ran high, until it exploded two years ago 
in the fierce rioting at Hebron and other 
towns. The result was a commission of 
inquiry, whose conclusions were published 
in the White Paper of 1930. They were 
received with a passion of protest, and 


every Jewish centre throughout Europe and 


in the United States became a Wailing 
Wall. 

All Jews, and, indeed, some Christian 
Governments, regarded last year’s White 
Paper as a definite pronouncement by the 
Mandatory Power in favour of the Arab 
claims. Sir John Hope-Simpson’s report 
had stated the economic facts in cold and 
impartial terms, and the White Paper 
seemed to acknowledge them. In effect, 
the report said that the Jewish claims 
could not be pushed to the detriment of 
Arab rights; that those rights were now 
in some peril, and that Jewish immigra- 
tion already was overstraining cultivable 
Palestine’s power to absorb it, The report 
denounced disorders on both sides, and 
recommended an embargo on further 
immigration until areas of Eastern 
Palestine, which are now lying waste, 
should have been reclaimed for cultiva- 
tion. These conclusions were adopted by 
the White Paper, and all Jewry charged 
the British Government with a cruel 
breach of faith. In the official statement 
which is published to-day Mr. Macdonald 
seeks to repair the damage. He assures 
the Zionist leader that Britain remains 
true to Mr. Balfour's pledge. She will 
not resign her mandate for Palestine ; the 
ideal of a national home for Jewry remains 
sacred to her; the encouragement of 
Jewish immigration and settlement has 
not ceased to be a paramount duty. The 
British Government will institute an 
inquiry concerning the extent of lands 
which can be made available for Jewish 
settlement. * 

If Dr. Weizmann speaks for all Jews, 
this official statement will bé well received. 
A few months ago he.led the cry, Nous 
sommes trahis. Now he hopes that, in 
the light of Mr. Macdonald’s statement, 
Great Britain, the Jews and the Arabs 
will come together and will work out a 
constructive policy for Palestine. It is a 


sudden, though weleome, change of front, 


which we may regard as proof of Mr. 
Macdonald’s tact, or, perhaps, of a Jewish 
feeling that the recent outburst was a 


at sixes and sevens.

least £4,500, 000. Prices on the world 
market, according to Mr. Forbes, 
likely to remain at a low ebb for the next 
few years; and an adjustment of 
New Zealand's finances to her actunl 
needs is essential. There is virtually no 
opposition to Mr. Forbes’s plan. The 
people of New Zealand, which is about 
the same size as Northern Ireland, differ 
very noticeably from their Australian 
neighbours. They are the most “ British " 
of all His Majesty's overseas subjects—in 
fact, they are largely of Scots and Ulster 
stock—and their Dominion is conipletely 
free from that epidemic of Bolshevism 
which has plagued Australia since the 
War. While the Australian Premiers are 
arguing at Canberra, Mr. Forbes is taking 
decisions. Despite the preoccupations of 
the earthquake disaster, he is determined 
that no time shall be lost in the regulation 
of the national finances. He has shown 
an excellent example to the whole Empire, 
to which already he has given dis- 
tinguished service,

The Northern Theatre. 


Two facts emerge from the reports of our 
Special Representative on the Northern 
Drama Feis. The first is that the general 
level of amateur acting and production has 
improved greatly of recent years. With 
the establishment of the Northern State 
there has arisen a definite consciousness of 
the need that the theatre fulfils in society 
—a need that until lately has not 
obtained real satisfaction in Ulster. The 
quality, as well as the number, of entries 
during this week is significant, and our 
representative, indeed, has discovered at 
least one actor of unusual capacity. The 
second fact that has emerged is the need of 
a fitting centre for the drama in Ulster. At 
present amateur companies. are dependent 
for their stage either on a lease of one of 
the commercial theatres—which proves too 
heavy a burden on the funda of a struggling 
group—or on a hall that offers none. of the 
requisites for successful production. In 
this respect Dublin is unusually well pro- 
vided, because its tradition of amateur 
drama is older than Belfast's, and beeause 
it has been a capital city for a much longer 
time. Belfast requiresia “ little theatre ”’ 
—at best, one that not only will support a 
stock company, but will act as a centre for 
the activities of the amateur groups that 
abound throughout the province. There 
will be no lack of plays or players for such 
a theatre, The only difficulty will be to 
ensure an audience. On the whole, Belfast 
is not a city of theatre-goers, but there is 
no reason why this state of affairs should 
endure.

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RUMOUR THAT AWAITS 
CONFIRMATION. 
From Our PoLiticaL CORRESPONDENT. 


Mr, McGilligan, Minister for External 
"Affairs in the Free State, has, it seems, 
hit on a novel plan to solve the problem of 
appeals to the Privy Council.’ The ramour, 
it is true, lacks official confirmation ; but, 
in view of the interest taken in. Mr. 
McGilligan’s projected bill, and the in- 

nuity of the scheme which is suggested, 
it is worth while putting on record the out- 
lines of the plan as it has been represented 
to me. 

Article 66 ¢f the Constitution provides 
that nothing shall impair the right,of any 
person to petition His Majesty for special 
leave to appeal from ‘the Free State: 
Supreme Court to. His Majesty in Council. 
My-information is that it is held ‘in high 
quarters that, as the King of England is 
also the King of Ireland, there is nothing 
to prevent the Free State Government from 
asking His Majesty to appoint a Free State 
Privy Council, to a committee of which all 
appeals from the Supreme Court could be 
referred. Thus the terms of the Constitu- 
tion could be met without the alteration of 
a single comma. 


IRISH JUDICIAL COMMITTEE, 


Even at present, it is pointed out, there 
are several members of the former Irish 
Privy Council resident in the Free State, 


and there should be no difficulty in recom- | 


mending to His Majesty the appointment 
of others, who should include gentlemen

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FREE STATE MINISTER’S 
LECTURE. 


From Ovr CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Friday. 
EPRESENTATIVES of the. German 
R Foreign Office. and members of the 
Reichstag were among those present 
at a dinner at which the Irish Free State 
Minister, Proiessor Binchy, was the guest 
of the Deutscher Herrenklub. Afterwards 
Professor Binchy spoke on “ Irelands position. 
in the British Commonwealth and in Inter- 
national Society.” He deseribed the relations 
of the members of the British Commonwealth 
as formulated by the last two Imperial Con- 
ferences. The person of the King, he said, 
was now the only legal link between the 
various nations.

The Dominions were not merely 
co-equal with Great Britain in the Common- 
wealth,but also co-equal with every independent 
State in international law, as the recent 
tlection of the Irish Free State to the 
Council of the League proved. 

Speaking of contemporary Irish politics, 
the Minister remarked that, while the second 
largest. party declared that it repudiated 
Ireland's association with ths Common- 
wealth, the present Government and its sup- 
porters were convinced that membership 
gave Ireland not merely the fullest national 

, but also more international signifi- 
cance than she would have as a purely: 
isolated State.

The Times to-day, in the course of ‘a 
leading article, entitled ‘‘A Pyrrhic 
Victory,’’ says:+Whatever relief may be 
felt by the general public that the much- 
vexed cotton trade has been rescued from 
the crowning imbecility of another pro- 
tracted stoppage, there is little cause fdr 
satisfaction in the events of the last few 
weeks for those who are attempting to take 
a longer view. The short-sighted refusal 
of the operatives even to discuss ‘the sug- 
gested change as a first step to reform 
augurs none too well for the complete 
reorganisation ,of the industry, which 
everybody recognises as necessary. The 
recent Government Committee of Inguiry 
made it plain enough that, in the process 
of reconstruction, sacrifices would have to 
be demanded from wWage-earners and 
employers alike. | 

The response by the operatives has been 
a decided, and, for the moment, a suc- 
cessful refusal; but. there must be some 
among them who are asking how far such 
a policy can really benefit them in the 
long run. The spirit which has animated 
it has something in it of the old wilful- 
ness, ‘which more than a hundred” years 
ago inspired the stubborn resistance of the 
hand weaver to the introduction of the 
power loom, and until it has been exorcised 
there can be no prospect for the industry, 
either of peace or of prosperity. There is 
something in it also; no doubt, of the 
natural objection which every section feels 
to being the first to make a sacrifice, but 
it is idle to.expect that an exporting’ in- 
dustry, faced with the most intensive com- 
petition from abroad, can continue 1in- 
definitely under a system which enforees 
the employment of superfluous labour.

Weather conditions. have also played their 
part in swelling. the toll of the road, and 
greasy ‘surfaces caused 217 mishaps, rain, 
mist, fog and storm caused 67, while sun 
dazzling on windscreen is held responsible 
for one accident during the year. 

The returns are exceedingly well prepared, 
and mark a new departure in this particular 
branch of the work of the Civic Guards, of 
whim General ‘O'Duffy is Chief Commisioner.

NAVAL EPIC OF 
THE WAR. 


“ THE IMPOSSIBLE” 
AT ZEEBRUGGE. 


V.C."S VIVID ACCOUNT AT 
DUBLIN MEETING. 


sé HE object of the enterprise was to 

do something impossible,’’ declared 
Rear-Admiral A..F. B. Carpenter, V.C., 
at the outset of his lecture on “ The 
Blocking of Zeebrugge,’’ given at the 
Royal Dublin Society's premises, Balls- 
bridge, last evening. 

“ Unless you have some idea of the 
events which made the enterprise neces- 
sary, Admiral Carpenter said, “the 
obstacles confronting its execution and its 
ultimate object, you cannot conceive the 
enterprise in its true .perspective.”’ Fol- 
lowing the imprisonment of their fleet in 
the Helicoland Bight, the German Naval 
Command resolved on the destruction of 
the British mercantile fleet The only 
possible method was to institute sub- 
marine warfare, and the adoption of that 
policy required a base on the x Ral sea 
coast. Brnges was chosen for the purpose. 

“When the submarine campaign got 
going, observed the lecturer, “ our losses 
in merchant ships was perfectly terrific. 
We lost fifty-seven ships in the first 
week.  Ít was only a matter of arithmetic 
to determine how long England could hold 
out against starvation and defeat. ‘Three- 
quarters of the losses thus sustained 
originated in Bruges. It was, therefore, 
imperative to block Ostend and Bruges 
on the same night. 


THE OBSTACLES. 


Admiral Carpenter next dealt with the 
Obstacles to this project. Along the 
Belgian coast line, from Middelburg to 
Knocke, the Germans had constructed a 
remarkablé system of coastal defence. It 
consisted of heavy naval guns, some of 
which had an effective range of over thirty 
miles. The entrance to the Bruges Canal 
was flanked by the Zeeebrugge Mole, the 
sea side of which offered no opportunity 
for landing. At the end of the Mole there 
was a six-gun battery, and another which 
consisted of three heavy naval guns. The 
obsolete cruisers intended to be employed as 
block-ships would have to pass under the 
‘mouths of these latter to reach the canal. 
Those guns had to be destroyed, and for 
that reason an attack was staged on 
Zeebrugge Mole in connec.’ « with the 
blocking of the Bruges Canal. 

‘Our: first consideration,” continued 
Admiral Carpenter, ' was to find what 
past experience we had to help us. When 
we examined naval history we found that 
every previous attempt to block an enemy 
harbour had failed.” A fog drifting 
from sea to land was the only means cf 
s ring a surprise. The whole success 
of the attack, therefore, resolved itself 
on the production of an enormous artificial! 
fez. The spreading of this fog was pro- 
ceeded by a bombardment by monitors on 
the night: of the: 22nd of April, 1918, 
which was intended. to suggest that 
nothing was going to happen. 


' THE ATTACK. 


Some minutes after midnight H.M.S. 
Vindietive, commanded by the lecturer, 
attacked the mole, accompanied’ by two 
Liverpool ferry-boats, the Iris and the 
Daffodil. The Vindictive came under the 
fire of the six-gun battery almost imme- 
di_tely, and practically all her ‘senior 
officers were killed. Upon getting along- 
side the mole, storming parties were 
landed, and the action was fought at 
eighty-one yards range. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the storming party suffere1 
heavy casualties, and it was a high testi- 
mony to the Marines that only a dozen 
wounded were left in the hands of the 
enemy. “ Everyone on the bridge was 
killed, with one exception,’’ Admiral Car- 
penter remarked. ‘‘ If he had been killed 
someone else would be required to lecture 
here this afternoon.’’ 

Meanwhile a submarine was run under 
the railway viaduct and blown up, the 
crew/of six heing rescued in a miraculous 
fashion Of the three blockships, the
